A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yamaguchi (Jp 
2001-29367) or Baldauf (5,924,430) or Kawano (Jp 11-206788). 

In regard to claims 1-5, Yamaguchi, Baldauf and Kawano all disclose toothpicks which 
can be consumed (i.e. are edible), that contain ingredients derived from vegetable and/or grain 
materials, and which can be provide with flavors (e.g. herbs). Therefore, applicant is not the first 
to provide edible toothpicks and the claims are anticipated and thus unpatentable in view of 
Yamaguchi, Baldauf, or Kawano. 

Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Han (CN 
1261079) or Song et al (WO 96/07367) or Baird (973,842) or Falcone (5,980,456) or Momose 
(2003/0087009) or Kim (KR 97025571), all of whom teach edible toothpicks. 

The reminder of the references cited on the USPTO 892 forms are cited as art of interest 
to show the art is replete with toothpicks that can be eaten.
